Question: I bought a used 1990 

Ford Festiva L Plus Automatic. The muf¬ 
fler has a vibrating noise at SO m.p.h. and 
when I decelerate the car. I had a me¬ 
chanic adjust the heat shield but the vi¬ 
bration continues. Any suggestion on how 
to stop the noise and get it fixed? 

Answer: A problem like yours is not 
easy to solve. In your case, it could be 
one or more of the heat shields along the 
entire exhaust system, or it could be a 
crack on the exhaust manifold or on the 
exhaust pipe where it joins the muffler 
(possibly the welded joints are slightly 
cracked causing a rattle). Additionally, the 
vibration could be related to other parts 
of the car and not necessarily to the ex¬ 
haust. We suggest that you have your ve¬ 
hicle thoroughly checked by a competent 
technician to make sure it is not a prob¬ 
lem that affects your safety.

In addition, approximately 1,500 - 
2,000 chemical containers, vessels, and 
chemical processing equipment were stored 
throughout the house, backyard, and garage 
at facility #1. Further investigation revealed 
that over 1 ,000 chemical containers were 
stored in a haphazard manner and in contairv 
ers in vanous stages of deterioration at fa¬ 
cility *2. Virtually aH of the chemicals found 
at the two facilities were hazardous sub¬ 
stances. 

The existence of the large mjmber of 
hazardous substances in the chemical con¬ 
tainers at the two facilities posed threats to 
public health, welfare arxj the environment.

In the Star Wars movie trilogy, the rebel forces led 
by Luke Skywalker and Han Solo are vastly outnum¬ 
bered and outgunned by the federation forces led by 
Darth Vader.
